Atwater Area Residents 
Protest Proposed Rezoning

Several north end residents were 
present Wednesday night at a hearing 
before city council on the proposed 
rezoning of the section of land behind 
the Big Bear Store The land known as 
the Thomas land contains 7.93 acres 
and lays adjacent to Atwater Ave. and 
Morris Road. 
The section of land is presently 
zoned as R-3 or one family residents 
and the Planning and Zoning Com­ 
mission recommended to the council 
that the land be rezoned to AR-1 or 
multi family residents.

Lois Brobst who is a resident of 
Atwater Ave., asked how the Planning 
and Zoning Commission could have 
made the recom m endation after 
hearing the opposition which had been 
voiced on Sept. 25. She had also been at 


that meeting and said there were more 
people opposing than favoring the 
proposal. 
City Council president Joe Bell said 
that if the development company did 
not go ahead with the plans, then an 
individual could come in and put up 
low cost housing on small lots which 
would be undesirable. 
Jim Sanscrainte spoke up and said 
that the zoning commission should not 
allow that to go on. City Service 
Director Atwood Jones then 
told 
Sanscrainte that the R-3 zoning sets up 
only minimum standards and the 
zoning commission would have no say 
except that the dwelling would be one 
family structures and would sit on the 
lot in a certain way.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford plans to nominate Atty. C°n. 
William B. Saxbe as ambassador to 
India and is looking for a new attorney 
general, reliable sources say. 


“I’ll soon be leaving,” Saxbe told 
friends in Ohio Wednesday night. But 
he told reporters any announcement 
must come from the White House. 
A dm inistration 
sources 
and 
associates of Saxbe in his native Ohio 
said Saxbe has agreed to accept the 
ambassadorship. 
The White House was expected to 
announce the choice of Saxbe to 
replace Daniel Patrick Moynihan as 
soon as the Indian government ex­ 
presses approval, probably by the end 
of the week. 
Saxbe was said to be well-acquainted 
with Indian officials because of several 
trips there since 1971. 
The move would put the Justice 
Department in the hands of the fifth 
attorney general in as many years. 
Ford has been under pressure from 
some members of Congress and other 
groups to rid the Cabinet of all the 
holdovers from the administration of 
former President Richard M. Nixon. 
No Cabinet members have left since 
Ford took office. 
Saxbe was Nixon’s fourth and last 
nominee for attorney general and was 
sworn into office last Jan. 4. 
The former Ohio senator has figured 
prominently in weeks-long speculation 
about an impending Cabinet shakeup, 
even though he was never considered a 
Nixon loyalist and he maintained his 
independence from the White House 
during Nixon’s final months in office. 
But Saxbe was widely criticized for 
blunders during his first four months 
at the Justice Department. Always 
outspoken, he stirred the greatest 
criticism when he labeled kidnapped 
heiress Patricia Hearst “a common 
criminal” before she had been charged 
with a crime. 
Since that rem ark last April 17, 
Saxbe generally has kept his personal 
opinions to himself. 
Saxbe had announced his retirement 
from the Senate after one term when 
Nixon picked him as attorney general 
following the “Saturday night mas­ 
sacre” when Elliot L. Richardson and 
William D. Ruckelshaus resigned as 
the two top Justice Department of­ 
ficials.

The Wall Street Journal reported 
recently that Ford is considering as 
Saxbe’s replacement John Robson, a

Contacted by telephone Wednesday, 
Robson said White House officials 
have not contacted him about the job. 
But he indicated that he would be in­ 
terested in it.

Some middle-level officials continue 
to be disappointed with Saxbe because 
they feel he lacks prestige in the legal 
community. 


But others who were dismayed at his 
early blunders have been won over by

VIENNA, Austria (AP) — The oil- 
exporting countires are not expected to 
raise prices at their two-day meeting 
that opened in Vienna today. But 
Iran’s oil minister says there will have 
to be an increase eventually to keep 
pace with inflation. 
“We must uphold the purchasing 
power of our oil,” Jamshid Amouzegar 
of Iran told newsmen Wednesday night 
as oil ministers gathered for the

of the 
O rganization 
of 
Petroleum Exporting Countires. 
Amouzegar said tne :>nan oi iran, 
OPEC’s leading “price hawk,” does 
not insist on a price rise immediately 
after Dec. 31, when present prices are 
subject to revision. But he said the oil 
exporters eventually will need more 
revenue to offset the increase in the 
cost of their imports due to inflation. 
The leading “price dove,” Saudi 
Arabia's Sheik Ahmed Zaki Yamani, 
said “a certain reduction of prices is 
not excluded.” But other sources 
doubted the meeting would vote anv 


cuts. 
Yamani said energy conservation by 
the oil-consuming nations to reduce 
their imports would not bring the price 
down. 
“There is no alternative to holding a 
meaningful dialogue with us,” he 
declared. 


The oil ministers are considering a 
new, simplified pricing system to 
replace the present involved system 
based on the artificial “posted” price 
set by the OPEC. Members of the or­ 
ganization claim that the foreign oil 
companies have used the complicated 
setup to make excessive profits and 
have shifted the blame unfairly to the 
oil nations. 


The conference was also expected to 
discuss Amouzegar’s proposal that

discussions with the 
International Energy Agency of 16 oil­ 
consuming nations, which was formed 
at the urging of the United States to 
bargain with the oil producers.

One white student, Michael Faith, 
17, of South Boston, was reported in 
good condition after being stabbed at 
the high school in an incident which is 
believed to have touched off the day of 
violence. 


A black youth, Jam es A. White, 18, of 
Roxbury, was arrested in connection 
with the stabbing incident, and three 
white South Boston youths were 
arrested later in the day and charged 
with assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon on a police officer. 


Elsewhere in the city, about 6UU 
white students walked out of classes at 
Roslindale High School, following a 
reported slapping incident between a 
black and a white student.

Cattle Drive 
To Washington 
Aimed At Butz 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Cattlemen 
disgruntled over low prices for their 
beef delivered 45 head of cattle to 
Agriculture Secretary' Earl L. Blitz’s 
official doorstep today. 
Alongside makeshift pens in front of 
the department they posted a sign: 
“Here’s Our Beef, Mr. Butz.” 
But officials said Butz would not 
accept the cattle. An aide, Donald E. 
Brock, said USDA lawyers had raised 
questions over the legality of receiving 
the animals and that Butz may suggest 
the owners donate them as beef for 
needy people. 
Butz arranged to meet with the 
cattlemen later in the day. 
I/eroy Schecher, Bison, S.D., said 
there had been no intention of giving 
the cattle to Butz or the department 
outright. He said the plan was to loan 
20 of the animals to the department for 
further feeding as a demonstration of 
how much it cost to produce beef; have 
20 slaughtered for distribution to 
Washington poor and keep 5 on 
exhibition for Washington children. 
Schecher is program coordinator of 
a “beef-in” that left South Dakota late 
last week. The cattle were delivered by 
truck and put in portable pens on the 
Mall just in front of the department. 
The cattlemen represent producers 
primarily in South Dakota and Mon­ 
tana and were cosponsored in their 
drive by Consumer Federation of 
America. 
Schecher said the principal ob­ 
jectives of the “beef in” were to focus 
attention on joint producer—consumer 
action, the economic problems of the 
cattle industry and the threatened fu­ 
ture of the family farm as a backbone 
of agriculture production in America.

F15s, the U.S. Air Force’s newest 
fighter now entering service. 
The United States has been main­ 
taining a steady flow of military 
equipment to Israel and experts say 
that country now is stronger than 
before the 1973 war. 


Israeli Jets 
Pound Camps 
Near Beirut

Israeli jets bombed Palestinian 
camps on the southern edge of Beirut, 
Izebanon, today less than 24 hours after 
a terrorist set off grenades in a Tel 
Aviv movie theater, killing himself 
and 2 Israelis and wounding 58 others. 
Casualties in the air raids were not 
known, and there was no immediate 
comment from the Israeli command. 
Beirut airport was closed to all in­ 
coming and outgoing flights. 
At least four Israeli jets flew over 
the Lebanese caDital drooping bombs 
on several camps shortly after 3 
p.m.—9 a.m. EST. Smoke rose over the 
camps as air raid sirens wailed 
throughout Beirut. 
The jets dipped low over the city as 
they made at least two bombing 
passes. Witnesses said the major 
camps of Sabra and Shatilla and the 
smaller Tai Zaatar camp near the 
Beirut airport took hits. 
Residents at another camp, Bourj el 
Barajneh, said they were not hit but 
th at guerrillas fired an tia irc ra ft 
rockets at the attacking jets. 
The proguerrilla new spaper Al 
Moharrer quoted Yasir Arafat, head of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization, 
as claiming responsibility for the Tel 
Aviv movie attack Wednesday night. 
“This is a retaliation in kind for the 
Beirut operation,” he was quoted as 
saying, referring to rocket attacks 
Tuesday on three PIX) offices in Beirut 
that caused heavy damage and slightly 
injured five persons. “We have struck 
back. Next time it would be within six 
hours if Israel dares to stage another 
operation against us.” 
But the Marxist Front for the 
liberation of Palestine, which opposes 
Arafat’s leadership on grounds it is not 
tough enough, also claimed respon­ 
sibility for the theater attack.

Horn wants to lose another 40 pounds. 
So she’s had her jaws wired shut for 
the second time in a year. 
Mrs. Horn, who became the first 
American to try the unique “lockjaw” 
diet in December 1973, says she gained 
back nearly five pounds since the 
wires were removed in July and now 
tips the scales at 162 pounds. She lost 73 
pounds with her first diet. 
“I got the wires put back on 
yesterday because I want to lose 40 
more pounds,” the 23-year-old woman 
said Wednesday. “It went faster with 
the wires on.” 
Mrs. Horn weighed 230 pounds when 
Dr. Gilbert Klieff, a Trenton, Mich., 
oral surgeon, wired her mouth shut 
last year. 
‘‘When you get over 200 pounds, 
that’s ridiculous. My dad is over 6-feet 
tall and I was outweighing my dad, so I 
knew I had to do something,” she said. 
So for seven months she sipped a 
liquid diet through clenched teeth. 
Mrs. Horn got the idea from a 
woman in England, Shirley Turner of 
Nottingham, who dropped from 247 to 
146 pounds after having her jaws wired 
shut from November 1973 to May 22, 
1974,

“Only a few top managers know 
what they’re doing. .Americans too 
long have given lip service to men of 
vision and haven’t moved them to high 
levels. Now we need them more than 
ever.”

young children.

School of Medicine was created to

juvenile 
diabetes. In addition, specific family 
counseling to the parents of young 
diabetics is an important part of their 
program. 
Dr. Daniel Mintz and Dr. Eugene M. 
Fierer are two of the leaders in 
disseminating information about this 
important problem. 


They publish a great deal of material 
in which families are taught to adjust 
to a young child’s diabetes.

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 
President Ferdinand E. Marcos says 
he is releasing 622 political prisoners 
arrested since he proclaimed martial 
law two years ago. 


Marcos said in a televised address 
today that he was freeing his op­ 
ponents in a spirit of “reconciliation, 
solidarity and brotherhood.” 


But unofficial sources said the 
release was won by the well-publicized 
hunger strike of two of the prisoners: 
Eugenio Lopez Jr., publisher of the 
banned Manila Chronicle, and Sergio 
Osmena III, son of Marcos’ opponent 
in the 1969 presidential race and 
grandson 
of a 
president of the 
Philippines. 


Marcos said he had ordered a trial 
by a civilian court for Ixipez and 
Osmena. He said that meanwhile they 
would remain in the veterans’ hospital 
to which they were taken after they 
ended their hunger strike Nov. 28, but 
would be allowed to visit their homes. 


The two men are charged with 
participating in a plot to assassinate 
Marcos. They fasted for ll days last 
month to protest their detention 
without trial for two years. 


The president said 5,234 persons 
were still in detention under the 
martial law imposed in September 
1972. He said 1,165 were political 
detainees, 
charged 
under 
an­ 
tisubversion laws or with crimes 
“against the security of the state.”

Coal Union Nixes 
Pact Settlement 


CHARIJ^STON, W Va. (A P) - The 
rejection Wednesday night of a new 
contract for 4,500 mine construction 
workers threatened to shut down many 
of the nation’s mines today only hours 
after they had started back up after 
being idle for nearly a month. 
The United Mine Workers 38- 
member bargaining council, after 
meeting in Washington Wednesday 
night, sent the tentative accord back 
for further negotiations 
with the 
Association of Bituminous Con­ 
tractors. 
Union negotiators said immediately 
after hearing of the council’s action 
that they would seek a meeting with 
representatives of the contractors 
association 
soph as possible. 
The contract for the ABC employes 
was similar to the settlement ratified 
last week by the union’s 120,000 miner 
members. 
But, union negotiators were un­ 
successful in obtaining additional 
unemployment benefits and travel pay 
wanted by the construction workers, 
who are subject to more frequent lay­ 


offs and often have to move around 
from one mine construction site to 
another. 
Picketing by the workers kept 24,000 
miners home and prevented many 
mines from reopening as scheduled on 
Monday. However, most of the picket 
lines .started coming down slowly after 
the tentative agreement on the ABC 
pact was reached early Tuesday. 
“ We are hopeful that there will be no 
picketing of the coal mines by ABC 
workers,” a union spokesman said 
after hearing of the bargaining 
council’s action Wednesday night. “ It 
would not strengthen their negotiation 
position at all.” 
Despite union officials’ pleas, it was 
only after the tentative accord was 
announced that the construction 
workers first began ending 
their 
picketing earlier this week. And, many 
of the workers continued to picket 
mine sites in western Pennsylvania 
and some areas of Virginia even after 
federal judges granted coal companies 
temporary’ restraining orders banning 
the activity. 
G eorgia Gov. Jimm y Carter 
Opens Presidential Campaign 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Gov. Jimm y 
Carter of Georgia set forth a platform 
for his presidential candidacy today 
and called for “ new leadership and 
new ideas” to bridge the gulf between 
the American people and their 
government. 


Carter outlined a broad agenda of 
governmental reforms in a speech at 
the National Press Club here. He 
planned to announce his candidacy 
formally later today at a rally in 
Atlanta. 


“ To begin with, the confidence of 
people in our own government must be 
restored,” Carter said. “ But too many 
officials do not deserve that con­ 
fidence.” 


He called 
for 
“ an 
all-inclusive 
sunshine law in Washington” to open to 
public scrutiny most governmental 
meetings, urged full financial dis­ 
closure by all federal officials and 
called for “ a drastic and thorough 
revision of the federal bureaucracy.”

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (A P) - An 
upswing in auto sales next spring will 
pace a recovery in the nation’s 
economy after the current recession 
hits bottom in the first quarter of 1975, 
two University of Michigan economists 
predict. 
The economic recovery also will be 
sparked by an upturn in residential 
building, real wages and disposable 
income, according to professors Saul 
H. Hymans and Harold T. Shapiro. 
Inflation will show a noticeable drop 
by the spring, but unemployment will 
continue to rise throughout most of 
1975 to a peak of just over 7.5 per cent 
before it begins to decline, they said. 
They made the midly optimistic 
forecast in a report prepared for 
presentation today’ at the opening of 
the University of Michigan’s 22nd 
Annual Conference on Economic

Inmates Free 
Hostages 


WALPOI1C, Mass. (A P) — Eight 
prisoners who wanted to “ find a way to 
speak to the people” have released 
their three hostages unharmed after a 
26-hour ordeal. 


The hostages, two Walpole State 
Prison guards and a medic, were taken 
captive Tuesday night by men who at 
one point said they were “ willing to die 
before being dehumanized any fur­ 
ther.” 


The hostages were freed late 
Wednesday night after marathon 
bargaining between the prisoners, 
correctional officials and state Sen.- 
elect B ill Owens, D-Boston, who 
himself served two years in the 
maximum 
security 
prison 
on an 
assault charge. 


The eight inmates made a lengthy 
series of demands, including more 
educational programs at the prison, an 
end to alleged harassment by guards, 
the release of three prisoners from a 
segregation unit and full amnesty for 
their actions over the 26 hours. 


The only pledge from Correction 
Commissioner Frank Hall was that he 
would meet with them on their 
grievances. They received an em­ 
phatic “ no” on their amnesty bid.

Rangoon was reported quiet today as 
troops enforced martial law, but an 
American em bassy official said 
casualties in street fighting Wed­ 
nesday were heavy and thousands 
were jailed. 
Protests by students, workers and 
Buddhist monks in the Burmese 
capital erupted after the army’s 
seizure early Wednesday of the body of 
former United Nations Secretary-Gen­ 
eral U Thant. 
It was one of the strongest 
challenges to President Ne Win since 
he seized power in 1962. But Edward D. 
Franco, the information officer at the 
U.S. embassy, said in a telephone 
interview that the opposition to the 
government was not ideological, it was 
due to rising prices and widespread 
economic hardship. 
Martial law was declared Wed­ 
nesday afternoon after students and 
workers roam ed the streets of 
Rangoon setting fire to police stations 
and other public buildings. 
The government radio said one 
person was killed and three were in­ 
jured. But Franco said this count was 
“way too low.” 
“We get reports many more were 
killed. Hospitals are filling up rapidly 
with wounded,” he said. 
He said there had been thousands of 
arrests, and “the military has been 
very heavy handed. 
“Massive numbers of troops are in 
the city, surrounding all government 
buildings and patrolling the streets in 
convoys of trucks. They continue to 
surround the university and the new U 
Thant tomb by the Shwedagon Pagoda 
in the center of the city. 
“The people have no arms.” 
News censorship was in effect, and 
the government was restricting the 
entry of foreign newsmen to the 
country. 
U Thant, a political foe of Ne Win, 
died in New York on Nov. 25. A huge 
crowd of students and Buddhist monks 
seized his coffin from the funeral 
procession last Thursday, charging 
that the government was not paying 
him suitable homage, and interred it 
Sunday in a brick tomb on the Rangoon 
University campus. 
Ne Win sent the army into the 
campus to recover the body after 
crowds flocked to the campus to pay 
homage at the tomb.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Wholesale 
prices last month rose 1.2 per cent, less 
than half the October increase, the 
government reported today. There 
were indications the pace of inflation 
was subsiding. 
Although the November increase 
was high by normal standards, the 
Labor department said price increases 
over the month were less widespread 
than in preceding months. 
And, while agriculture prices con­ 
tinued to increase sharply at the 
wholesale level, prices of industrial 
commodities 
— 
regarded 
by 
economists as a truer measure of 
inflation — rose at the slowest rate in 
13 months. 
Wholesale prices of industrial goods 
rose nine-tenths of a per cent last 
month, slightly less than in September 
and October and the smallest rise 
since October 1973 when they rose 
eighttenths of a per cent. 
Over-all wholesale prices have risen 
23.5 per cent in the past 12 months, the 
biggest year-to-year increase since 
1947. But the rate of increase has 
slowed in recent months, indicating 
that the nation’s inflation rate may 
soon begin to subside. 


S ilv e r Bridge 
Testim ony H eard 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (A P) - The 
State Court of Claims was told by a 
Department of Highways engineer 
Wednesday he never received reports 
of any river traffic collisions with the 
Silver Bridge piers before the span 
collapsed seven years ago, killing 46 
persons. 
Speed Jones told the court that he 
received no such reports although it 
was mandatory for the State Road 
Commission district engineer to report 
such incidents to the chief engineer of 
operations, the post that he then held.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP) - 
Black and white leaders in southern 
Africa have taken their first major 
step toward detente by agreeing to a 
ceasefire in Rhodesia and a conference 
to write a new constitution for the 
former British territory. 


Prime Minister Ian Smith, the head 
of Rhodesia’s white-minority regime, 
announced Wednesday night that the 
war between his army and black 
guerrillas would halt immediately, he 
would release all black political 
prisoners and a constitutional con­ 
ference with black nationalist leaders 
would be held soon “without pre­ 
conditions.” 


It was the first breakthrough toward 
a settlement since Smith declared 
Rhodesia’s independence from Britain 
in 1965 to block British plans for 
eventual transfer of power to the black 
majority. 
Smith warned, however, that the 
“major task still lies ahead, with many 
complex problems.” 
He gave no indication how far the 
whites were prepared to go toward 
satisfying the nationalists’ demands 
for black power. But he called on 
Rhodesians of all races “to accept the 
new situation in our country, to put 
behind 
us the differences and 
recriminations of the past and to look 
to the future.” 


Rhodesia’s 5.5 million blacks out­ 
number the 240,000 whites more than 
20 to I. 


Smith’s announcement came less 
than a week after the collapse of secret 
talks between black Rhodesian leaders 
and government representatives in 
lusaka, Zambia. These were fostered 
by President Kenneth Kaunda of 
Zambia and Prime Minister John 
Vorster of South Africa, and it was 
assumed that they had been busy ever 
since trying to get the two sides 
together again.

certainly would reject.

Vorster, who has been fearful of a 
large-scale guerrilla war in southern 
Africa since the Portuguese began 
transferring power to the blacks in 
their territories, welcomed Smith’s 
announcement. “If the negotiations 
ahead are conducted by all parties in 
the same spirit, it is reason to expect 
that success will be achieved,” he said.

Caution Needed 
Against Exposure

Hypothermia is a ten dollar word for 
the process of freezing to death. 
It comes to mind in the wake of the 
heavy snowstorm that 
recently 
blanketed much of Ohio. 
And in the background is a report by 
a national insurance company that 
hypothermia is the number one killer 
of outdoor recreationists in America. 


In unscientific terms, hypothermia 
is exposure and exhaustion in fatal 
combination. It begins when your body 
loses more heat than it produces. 
Two things usually follow: first, you 
voluntarily exercise to stay warm and, 
second, your body involuntarily ad­ 
justs to preserve normal temperatures 
in the vital organs. 
In short, energy is consumed. 
The process is reversible at this 
point, and if you find shelter you may 
suffer little more than a chill. 


The oneway door to doom opens, 
however, when exposure continues 
until your energy reserves are 
exhausted. 
When that happens, cold reaches the 
brain, depriving you of judgment and 
reasoning power. You are not aware 
that this is happening. 
As your internal temperature drops, 
you lose control of your hands, fall into 
stupor, collapse and die. 


Most hypothermia cases occur in air 
temperatures between 30 and 50 
degrees, according to the western- 
based organization, Mountain Rescue. 
Most outdoorsmen simply cannot 
believe such temperatures can be 
dangerous. They underestimate the 
danger of getting wet and the results

A slight breeze carries 
body heat away much faster than still 
air. Wind drives cold air under and 
through clothing and its refrigerates 
wet clothing by evaporating moisture 
from the surface. 
Conserve energy. If you are lost or 
stranded, especially without food, 
build a shelter, start a fire and stay 
warm. Don’t panic and don’t rush 
about aimlessly. 
Recognize warning signs such as 
uncontrollable shivering, incoherence, 
frequent stumbling, memory lapses. 
Above all, stay awake in extreme 
cold weather—to sleep is to die.

Seek Rules On Gambling On Premises 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
liquor agents say they want to make it 
more difficult for persons to get from 
places where they drink to places 
where they can gamble. 
James G. Miller, deputy director of 
control for the Ohio liquor Depart­ 
ment, said enforcement agents feel 
new liquor regulations which went into 
effect Tuesday did not clearly spell out 
the ban on gambling at places holding 
liquor permits. 
He said the Ohio liquor Control 
Commission will be asked next 
Wednesday to modify rules which 
could allow gambling adjacent to 
liquor sales areas. 
Miller said various members of the 


commission indicate the situation was 
an oversight and will be corrected. 
The question of gambling near 
places selling liquor came up after the 
new Ohio Criminal Code took effect 
last Jan. I. The code permits gambling 
when 
profits 
go to 
charitable 
organizations. 
Miller said various liquor permit 
holders have asked the department to 
remove portions of liquor premises, 
such as anterooms, from the permit 
premises in order to set up gaming 
rooms. 
He said department rules forbid any 
gambling on permit premises except 
the selling of state lottery tickets. 
Miller added that the department 


wants rules changed to require 
physical separation of any gaming 
operation 
from 
liquor 
permit 
premises. He said he would like rules 
to require separate outside entrances 
for such operations and perhaps 
separate utilities. 


“ We just don’t want something 
where you can walk from one room to 
another,” he added.

“ In at least four major instances, the 
impressions given me by the former 
president were false,” Ehrlichman 
told the Watergate cover-up trial on 
Wednesday. “ I think there is an ample 
showing in this record I

It was the sharpest public break 
Ehrlichman has made with the man he 
served for five years in the White 
House. 
It came late in a day of intense cross- 
examination by chief prosecutor 
Jam es F. Neal, who repeatedly 
pressed the former Nixon aide to ex­ 
plain why he didn’t tell investigators 
what he knew about Watergate, if, as 
he says, he consistently advocated full 
disclosure. 
Ehrlichman was the last of three top­ 
level Nixon advisers to present his 
defense in the cover-up case. Former 
Atty.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Government 
grain experts say if farmers have good 
weather the United States probably 
will have a record wheat crop in 1975, 
the size of harvest that was held down 
by drought and other troubles this 
year. 


If weather is normal, an Agriculture 
Department expert said today, the 1975 
wheat harvest could exceed two billion 
bushels. This year’s crop, projected 
last spring at nearly 2.2 billion bushels, 
was reduced to less than 1.8 billion 
because of poor yields in many parts of 
the country. 


Frank Gomme, a grain specialist in 
the department’s Economic Research 
Service, said today that total wheat 
plantings for 1975 harvest—including 
winter wheat planted this fall—will be 
up “ moderately” over the 71 acres 
farmers planted for this year’s crop. 


speech, “ the summer of 1975 could see 
harvesting yields of from 30 bushels 
per acre to a new record of 35 
bushels.” 
In a report issued earlier this week, 
USDA said the 1974 wheat crop 
nationally averaged 27.4 bushels per 
acre, the lowest since 1967. The 
average in 1973 was 31.7 bushels and in 
1972 was 32.7 bushels. 
Gomme skirted how wheat prices 
may shape up next summer, assuming

In communities where state grants 
are approved, Ohioans 65 and older 
would be permitted free transportation 
during nonpeak traffic periods.

The program is temporary. The 
transportation department is limited 
to a $2 million appropriation that 
expires June 30, 1975. Whether it is 
expanded and continued beyond that 
date will be up to next year’s legis­ 
lature. 
Richley said the proposed rules, up 
for discussion at the Columbus 
hearing, rule that any public, private 
or nonprofit transit agency “ providing 
a regular fixed route, local trans­ 
portation service to the general 
public...primarily within a municipal 
corporation’’ is eligible to apply for a 
state grant.

WASHINGTON (A P) - A member 
of the House panel investigating the 
Im m igration and Naturalization 
Service says he is unsatisfied with the 
Justice Department’s report on al­ 
leged corruption in the service. 
Deputy Atty. Gen. Laurence H. 
Silberman testified Tuesday at a 
closed meeting of the panel about 
allegations that the Justice Depart­ 
ment had not aggressively in­ 
vestigated the alleged wrongdoing in 
the immigration service. 
Silberman reportedly spent much of 
his some four hours before the House 
legal and monetary affairs sub­ 
committee attacking the credibility of 
its informants. 
Rep. Leo J. Ryan, D-Calif., said later 
that Silberman did not deal with issues 
raised about the way the department 
presented evidence to a grand jury last 
month in San Diego, Calif. 
Well-informed sources have said 
Alfred Hantman, deputy chief of the 
department’s general crimes division, 
failed to pursue information from wit­ 
nesses when he knew the material 
would lead the investigation to im­ 
migration service officials. 
“ From what I’ve heard, and lacking 
any denial, it was a week, as opposed 
to a vigorous, investigation,” Ryan 
said. 
“ There is a lot of embarrassment in 
the Justice Department about what is 
happening.

High Court Gets 
Guest Statute Case 


AKRON, Ohio (A P)—A lower court 
has forced the Ohio Supreme Court to 
review the constitutionality of the 
state’s guest passenger statute, a law 
which has stymied efforts by many 
persons to sue for injuries they 
received in auto accidents. 
The 9th District Court of Appeals on 
Wednesday held that the 41-year-old 
statute violates equal protection 
guarantees of both the Ohio and United 
States constitutions. 
In an unusual move, the appellate 
court sent its ruling to the Supreme 
Court for review without waiting for an 
appeal. The action means that the Su­ 
preme Court must hear the case. 
A ruling by the Supreme Court is 
binding statewide, a ruling by the 
district appellate court applies only in 
that district. 
In essense, the appeals court ruled 
that guests in a car involved in an 
accident do not have to prove wanton 
and willful negligence by the driver to 
recover damages. The guest statute 
requires that injured passengers show 
that the driver had been guilty of the 
more serious degree of negligence. 
Under the law, guests are equivalent 
to nonpaying passengers. The statute 
also makes a distinction between 
“ ordinary negligence'’ and wanton 


and willful negligence. 
The appellate court ruling, if upheld 
will mean that injured passengers 
need show only that the driver was 
guilty of the lesser degree of 
negligence. 


The ruling was made in a Summit 
County Common Pleas Court case 
stemming from an auto accident in 
Akron in May 1972 involving a car 
carrying several golfing partners who 
had an informal arrangement for 
members of the group to take turns in 
driving. 
George Primes III, a passenger, 
sued the driver, Donald G. Tyler, for 
$25,000, 
contending 
Tyler 
was 
negligent when his car struck a utility 
pole and Primes was injured. Both 
men are from Akron. 


The Common Pleas Court judge had 
ordered a directed verdict in favor of 
Tyler. 


Primes took the case to the appellate 
court. He contended that the law 
requiring him to prove more serious 
negligence did not give a guest the 
same protection as paying passengers 
in a car pool or on public trans­ 
portation, who are required only to 
prove ordinary negligence by the 
driver to recover damages.
